There 
are some prominent Republicans who hold 
that a Democrat should be appointed, and by 
seme itis thought probable that, if President 
Gartield survives, he will appoint a Democrat.

The Irish Land Bill—Affairs in Tanis—

England. 

LONDON, July 27.—In the Commons last 
n‘ght, on consideration of clause of the Land 
Bill empowering the court to fix fair rents» 
Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Liberal, moved 
an amendment confering the benefit of the 
clause to tenancies valued under a hundred 
pounds. In support of this proposal, which 
he said would only exclude 13,000 
tenants, he urged the expediency of not 
making this exceptional legislation broader 
than necessary, and quoted the authority of 
Lord Carlington, twice Chief Secretary for 
Ireland,and Baron Dowse, Baron of the Court 
of the Exchequer in Ireland, for the proposi- 
tion that these large tenants are quite able 
to take care of themselves. Gladstone earn- 
estly opposed the amendment, and 
pointed out that no such recommendatien 
bad been made by either of the commissions 
and declared the Government would be no 
party to drawing a distinction which was di- 
rectly opposed to the lines upon which the 
bill was drawn. The amendment was nega- 
tived 241 to 305. The narrowness of the ma- 
jority was greeted with loud cheers. Several 
prominent Liberals voted in the mainority, 
including Right Hon. Y. J. Yoschen,]Col. 
Kingscote, Edward Heneage, Thos. Rh. Evans, 
Hon. Mr. Fitzwilliam, Right Hon. Henry 
Brand, Mr. Davies and Mr. Frederick Mill- 
bank. The majority was the lowest, with one 
exception, which the Government has se- 
cured throughout the discussion ofthe bill. 
Many Irish Liberal members were absent 
from the division. 

The Times ina leader upon the above vote 
savs it will doubtless encourage the Lords to 
insist upon fixing some limit to the opera- 
tion of the provisions intended to protect 
the weak and defenseless tenants only. 

THE LAND BILL, 

The Irish Land Bill hiving safely passed 
through the Commons,|the whole will now 
come up for the formality of its third reading 
and final passage by the House of Commons. 
Its passage is assured, but 
when the third reading is 
reacbed Lord Randolph Churebill, member 
for Woodstock, intends to muke a greut 
speech in denunciation of the whole measure, 
w bich he will do by moving the adoption of 
a resolution setting forth that in the House 
the original bill was the result of revolution- 
ary «agitation. It encouraged the re- 
pudiation of contracts and just 
liabilities: — it endangered indivyid- 
ual liberty and diminished the security 
of property, and that, while 1t would not in- 
crease the prosperity of Lreland, it would 
endanger the unity of Ireland and England 
and draw in its train many grave 
evils. There is no_- probability that 
the House will adopt Lord Churchill’s reso- 
lution, anditis doubtful if any debate will 
be had. Jt isthought, however, Mr. Glad- 
stone may think it worth while to reply and 
take the opportunity of delivering a final de- 
fense of his great measure. 

THE INFERNAL MACHINES. 

LONDON, July 27.—Sir William Harcourt, 
the Home Secretary, upon receiving informa: 
tion three weeks ago of the expected arrival 
of the infernal machines, took the most strin- 
gent steps. The fewest possible number of 
persons were entrusted with the facts, and 
these persons were enjoined to fidelicy 
with the utmost earnestness. The publica- 
tion of thé news was premature, and it is 
feared some important investigations now in 
progress in regard to the matter will be ren- 
dered ineffective, while all chance of discov- 
ering the senders or consignees is practi- 
cally destroyed. One of the machines retain- 
ed at the Head Constable’s office 
at Liverpool is described as _ very 
beautifully made and most effectively de- 
signed. Although the machines are all 
cbarged with explosive substances, there is 
tolerably conclusive evidence that there was 
no intention onthe part of the senders that 
they should explode in the hold of the steamer 
while in transit from Boston to Liverpool. 
The machine is enclosed in an oblong case of 
zine, in which it occupies the upper portion. 
There isa clock-work arrangement, which, 
upon being set, runs about six 
hours. Then it causes the lever 
to descend upon a_e tube’ bearing a 
cap and communicating with the lower half 
of the case. The tubeis filled with explosive 
material, which, upon being fired, sets off a 
detonating cap placed in the middle of the 
dynamite compound in the bottom of the 
cuse. The presumption is that the 
machines were intended to be 
used for the destruction or 
injury of public buildings throughout the 
country, in accordance with the avowed Fe- 
nian programme. Unfortunately the Goyv- 
ernment has reason to believe that the same 
warning voice which conveyed the intimation 
of the expected arrival of the machine also 
gave a hint to the senders and consignee. 

REJECTED. 

LONDON, July 27.—In the Commons this 
afternoon Parneli’s amendment to the report 
on the Land Bill, relative to absentees, was 
rejected by 115 to 32.

Russia. 

LONDON, July 27.—A dispatch from Berlin 
Says a letter from Russia states there have 
been many persons arrested and several ex- 
pulsions from St. Petersburg, in connection 
with the discovery of another 
plot against the life of the 
Czar. An ex-Nihilist who _—ihad 


betrayed his companions, has been assas- 
sinated in the outskirts of the capital. There 
have been six arrests in consequence. An 
accomplice of Solovieff wus also captured, and 
there have been many other arrests. 


Germany. 

LONDON, July 27.—A Berlin special says: 
The election for the Saxon Laadtag resulted in 
the return of forty-seven Conservatives and 
thirty-three Liberals. The former gained 
seven seats. The Conservative majority in the 
new Bavarian Chamber of Deputies is much 
greater. The Ministerial press of Berlin is 
sanguine of a similar result of the election for 
the Reichstag. 

A horse distemper similarto that in New 
York appeared in Berlin recently. Onlyina 
few cases has the disease terminated fatally, 
but the tramways are much inconvenienced 
and the service had to be reduced. 


AGAINST FREE TRADE. 

BERLIN, July 27.—Prompted by electioneer- 
ing necessities the North German Gazette is 
now producing a series of articles intended 
to persuade the constituents that free trade is 
a delusion which is rapidly being exploded. 
The first course cf articles, on the 
Cobden Club, says the club jis 
really a colossal! machinery for provoking 
political agitation abroad. The Gazette con- 
eludes: These principles, called by Cobden 
with horrible blasphemy “God’s interna- 
tional law of peace,’? have, wherever they 
have been appiied, ruined agriculturists, de- 
graded the workmen to mere machines, and 
conve.ted the countries who have accepted 
them into tmibutaries of Manchester.

WALL STREET WRECKS. 


Some of the Mea Who Have Stranded 
on the Shores of Speculation. 
From the New York Star, 


The pathway of speculation in Wall street 
is strewn with innumerable wrecks of men 
whose pames once commanded unlimited 
credit, but who afterward saw their colussal 
fortunes swept away iu a single day and 
themselves reduced from plenty to penury 
and from affluence to positive want. The 
spirit of speculation is proud, arrogant, self- 
ish and heartless. It looks calmly upon the 
suffering of iis {[ellows, feels no pang of re- 
morse atthe agency it has had in tearing 
men down and scattering their fortunes, and 
is totally indifferent to the agonizing cry of 
the bereft widow and the belpless orphans. 
Nowhere are colder natures{developed thanin 
Wall street. 

The busy speculator, hearing that one un- 
fortunate fellow, ina moment of bitter des- 
pair, has taken a fatal plunge into the cold 
river or bas blown out bis brains, halts per- 
haps 2 moment, exclaims, ‘‘Poor fellow,” 
and dives again as deeply into the mae'stro:n 
which periodically brings to the surface the 
wreck of a fortune and the destruction of the 
baseless fabric of a vision of future ease and 
comfort. Jay Gould, Russell Sage, James R. 
Keane, William H. Vanderbilt and other op- 
erators make their combinations, enter into 
poolsand syndicates, knowing that weaker 
ones must fall; but the terrible fate of their 
victims awakens no sympathetic chord in 
their bosoms, and in many iastances they 
have pocketed their blood money with as 
much complacency as though it were the 
legitimate result of an altogether barmless 
and honorable business venture. 

When the famous telegraph pooling was 
entered into afew years ugo, by which the 
identity of the Atlantic and Pacific Company 
was lost, a gentleman of prominence on Wall 
street named Groesbeck was bereft of a for- 
tune. He staked his all, lost, and became a 

psioner upon his brother, ex-Senator 

sroesLeck of Ohio. An appeal for aid 
brought an unfavorable response, and in a fit 
of melancholy he wandered away from the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel to a lonely part of the 
New Jersey coast, where he ended his 
troubles by a plunge beneath the waves, Llis 
brother afterward removed the body to Cin- 
cinnati for burial, paid his overdue hotel bill 
and secured his effects. Groesbeck entered 
Wall street with a fortune, followed Gould’s 
movements, lost everything, and became a 
noted wreck, to warn other and less venture- 
some men of a speculative turn of mind. 

About the same time Moses A. Wheelock 
startled the financial world by blowing out 
his brains, at his home, while his family were 
at church. Fornearly a score of years Mr. 
Wheelock had held the position of chairman 
ofthe Stock Exchange, and was a heavy 
speculator on the outside. The annual elec- 
tion turned against him, his income was gone, 
his losses were heavy. be became a total 
wreck, and he soucht death atthe mouth of 
the ever-ready revolver. 

More recently, M. A. Plaat. a reputable 
broker in United States bonds, went all to 
pieces and Jost his reason. He hid been a 
successful speculator, added largely to his 
means, andat one time he was reyarded as 
wealthy. He made large sales and purchases 
of Governments on a commission, dealing 
with the First Nationa! Bank, Fisk & Hatch, 
J.M. Ceballos & Co., and others,jand it was 
supposed that he was makinga fine living. 
Unexpected losses from an unfortunate turn 
in the market dethroned his reason, and he 
disappeared from home, toturn up ina few 
weeks in the river, a bloated and unpresent- 
ablecorpse. Thus,in a comparatively brief 
time, three victims to Wull street speculation 
stranded and even added to the long list of 
wrecks which line the pathway to success, 

The wrecks on Wall street, however, are 
three-fold: Those who preferred a violent 
death to facing disaster,those who committed 
crimes to retrieve their heavy losses, and 
those who, having had their fortunes swept 
away by untoward speculations, drifted away 
inty a state of non-influence and cither lead 
a quiet life or went down to their graves un- 
sung and almost unknown. Crimes which 
almost paralyzed tie tinancial world and 
brought eternal infamy upentheir authors 
have had their origin in Wall street. The 
Schuyler froudsin Hail+m stock, involving 
millions of dollars and an involuntary exile, 
have been almost forgotten, though they were 
committed by ene near and dear tothe Van- 
derbilt household. The wholesale forgeries of 
Huntingdon, bis detection, arrest, conviction 
and incarceration in the state prisan, found a 
«ounterpart in similar offenses by young 
Ketchum, who also brought up at Sing Sing. 

Ilis honored father, who resided in a pata- 
tial mansion on Fifth avenue, stung with 
remorse, abstained from public life, and bore 
his disgrace keenly, but he never forgot that 
the felon was his son. Ketchumserved but a 
three-querter sentence, but Wall street knew 
him no more except as a notable wreck. 

About four vears ago, one of the most ex- 
emplary and universally respected men in 
Wallstreet circles was William C. Gilman. 

lis legitimate business was marine insur- 

nee, but he, too, caught the speculative 

ania, and, unknown to his most intimate 
friends, he was a heavy loser. His credit was 
u limited, his success believed to be assured, 
anda svecestion that he might commit a 
crime + \uld have been Jaughed to scorn. In 
the course of his daily business transactions 
he became a large operator in the At- 
lantic Mutual Marine lnsuranee Company 
scrip, Which he bypothecated at the various 
banks. So unqualitied was the contidence in 
his integrity that bank presidents and cash- 
iers accepted his word for the amount of the 
scrip contained in the envelopes presented, 
and the money was advanced to him ad lib- 
itum; and yet subsequent events proved that 
forthree years he had been systematically 
erasing the original amounts for which the 
scrip had been issued and larger amounts 
were clumsily added. When the company 
whose paper he had forged discovered his 
crime, he disappeared from view, and an in- 
vestigation showed that the total amount of 
his forgeries was upward of $200,000, 

After a few days’ absence he consulted 
with Rey. Dr. Houghton, his pastor, enter- 
ed court, read a very pathetic statement, en- 
tered a plea of guilty and was sentenced to 
ten years’imprisonment at hard labor. Trou- 
bles and afflictions fell thick and fast upon 
- his bead, and while he was in a_ felon’s cell 
_ two of his children and his wife died, when 
be was pardoned out, a broken-down man. 
He is now filling a position of bookkeeper 
in a shoe factory in New England.

Along Wall. Broad, Williams and New 
streete,and on Broadway and Exchange place, 
hundreds of locations can be pointed out 
where in two decades speculators in stocks 
bave stranded and become complete wrecks, 
leaving behind as a monument only the recol- 
lection of their former success and their ulti- 
mate ruin and despair. New forms and faces 
bave takentheir places,only awaiting another 
great panic to have history repeat itself and 
the chroniclers of current events to record 
their downfall «and perbaps their violent 


death. 


CHIEF OF THE SIOUX. 


Remarkable Career of Sitting Bull, 
Warrior aud Diplomatist. 
From the New York Herald. 

Sitting Buli’s surrender may be said to 
close cue of the most remarkable careers in 
Indian history. Asa fighter he undoubtedly 
ranks higber than the Seminole Chief, Billy 
Bowlecs, who guve Gen. Scott so many 
“rubs” in Florida. As a diplomatist he 
heeds the Indian list. As a strategist and 
commander he has earned the title of the 
Sioux Napoleon. Here favorable compari- 
sons must end, however. There is nothing 
in his life that can commend him to civiliza- 
tion. A savagein the worst sense, he has 
despised our institutions and seldom missed 
an opportunity to butcher and mutilate the 
whites who have fallen into his hands, com- 
mitting outrages that have shocked every 
sense of humanity. 

A briet review of some of his acts, however, 
will prove of interest: 

Fourteen years ago he was whatis known 
as a blanket Indian on the plains. In 186° he 
began toshow that bold, detiant spirit and 
batred of our race which subsequently placed 
thenationin mourning. At that time Gen. 
Henry A. Morrow was in command of the 
United States§forces at Fort Buford on the 
Missouri River. Various depredations were 
reported in the vicinity of Buford and _ these 
were charged to Sitting Bull. Tne wily Indian 
denied all knowledge uf these matters. Soon 
the settlers entered on acampaigno of retalia- 
tion, and one of Bull’s warriors was killed. 
This be declared an unjust act of reprisal, and 
avowed his intention of avenging the death of 
the indian. 

General Morrow, hearing this, arranged to 
meet Sitting Bull, and being convinced thatin 
this instance the settlers were wrong,Morrow 
pacified him by piling presents on the dead, 
pursuant to Indian usage. Inso doing,how- 
ever, be created a dangerous enemy. His 
spirit of mdependence became known, the 
bold Indians flocked around him from all 
quarters, and he soon found himself at the 
bead of one of the most powerful and most 
dangerous bands on the plains. And, as his 
bund increased in strength, Sitting Bull’s 
arrogance and ferocity became more marked. 
He refused to live on a reservation, went into 
camp inawild part of the country on the 
Yellowstone River, and claimed all the land 
along that stream andits tributaries. Early 
in the year 1875 some settlers from Montana 
went down the Yellowstone and built a fort 
on the terrrtory claimed by the Indians. 

Sitting Bull ordered them away. They 
paid no attention to him, and he sent some 
men and shut them up in their stockade. One 
of Sitting Bull’s invaders was killed by the 
whites: then Sitting Bull retaliated by killing 
two of ithe Montanians. This opened a war, 
which lasted until January, 1876. Fort Pease, 
asthe settlers called their enclosure, con- 
tained only%forty-seven whites, against whom 
5h00 Indians were sent. The siege[was complete. 
Fortbree months the whites kept the sav- 
ages at bay, during which period six of their 
number were killed and nine wounded. The 
provisions at Fort Pease gave out, and Star- 
vation threatene | to make short work of the 
hardy mounta neers. 

It was then resolved to send for help, and 
two men left the fort one night under the 
cover of darkness snd succeeded in reaching 
Fort Etlis, after a perilous journey on foot, 
on February 20, 1876. The alarm was given, 
and General ‘Terry, the department com- 
marder, ordered that Fort Pease be relieved 
immedistely, and at all hazards. Within two 
days four companies of the Second United 
States Cavalry, three companies of Montana 
militia and 100 friendly Crow Indians were on 
the march. Sitting Bull withdrew before 
the troops reached Fort Pease on March 6, 
without firing a shot. He declared his only 
desire was to have the country rid of the of- 
fensive white man. 

As soon as the Montanians Shad been 
taken away Sitting Bull set fire to and de- 
stroyed Fort Pease, then returned to his 
camp. Immediately on the arrival of the 
half-starved whites at Fort Ellis war was de- 
clared against Sitting Bull. He was ordered 
to surrender within ten days. He failed to 
come in, and Generals Crook, Terry and Gib- 
bon, froma the departments of the Platte, 
Dakota aod Montana, were sent against him 
in different directions with heavy columns 
and instructed to capture or destroy him and 
his bend. Sitting Bull had gathered his war- 
riors on the}Rosebud, where General|]Gibbon 
found him. His camp, which was seven 
miles long, contained about eight thousand 
men. women and children—the fighting men 
numbering about three thousand. 

Gibbon saw how unequal a contest he 
weuld bayeto make with his 600 .men, and 
kept on the opposite side of the Yellowstone 
until reinforcements arrived. Hearing that 
Gen. Crook was advancing on him from an- 
other direction, Sitting Bull gave him battle 
and checked bis advance. Hethen turned 
down the Rosebud and waited. Hearing 
next that Gen. Custer was coming,he crossed 
over to the Little Big Horn and chose a strong 
position. Here the brave Custer found Sit- 
ting Bull on June 25, 1876, instantly attacked 
him, and, as was fully set forth at 
the time, sacrificed himself and his en- 
tire command, rushing into an ambush from 
which none emerged to relate the history of 
one of the most bloody and barbarous fights 
in the history ofthe United States. It was 
here that Sitting Bull secured the reputation 
of being at once a great commander anda 
merciless, ungovernable savage. From that 
day to this he has been a fugitive. He es- 
caped to Canada and secured protection and 
food for a while, but desertions and poverty 
have at last so far reduced him that he now 
yields bimself up to the United States Gov- 
ernment. Itis, perhaps, well for him that 
the quality of mercy to be shown him will be 
determined by military instead of civil law. 


On a Western Mountain. 
Gunnison Letter to Springfield Republican. 


It is difficult to lay down laws of general 
+ ea mep governing altitude 'and atmos- 
phere in this elevated region. To walk up- 
hillis exhausting; to sing absurd and im- 
possible. Yet the “‘burros,’”’ or tinv Mexi- 
can donkeys, are stimulated to prolonged 
vocal exercises unknown in lower regions, 
and make night hideous with their late con- 
certs outside the tents. Inthe absenceof dogs, 
which do not thrive at this altitude, they per- 
form the part of camp-scavengers, devour- 
ing every Waste article, from dilapidated 
clothing to greasy newspapers. Otherwise 
we should be visited by a pestilence: for, 
though ‘‘every prospect please’,’’ the pros- 
pector is certainly ‘‘vile.”’ The effect of the 
altitude is directly felt upon prices, 
which are exorbitantly high; while the 
rarity of the atmosphere is shared by purses 
which become singularly light. In this place 
of suspension between heaven and earth, 
watches, too, seem to vibrate between time 
and eterniyt,and become badiy demoralized 
in their effort to follow both. Occasionally 
we receive the time from Gunnison City by 
telegraph. Whatremains after loss by the 
way is then distributed, to serve till exhaust- 
ed, when a new supply is obtained in the 
same way as before. Eastern etiquette and 
formality are of necessity dispensed with, 
and toa great degree Eastern costume shares 
their fate. Flannel shirts, duck coats, cor- 
duroy breeches, broad-brimmed hats and the 
tallest of top bootsform the prevailing attire. 
When aventlieman wishes to entertain his 
friends in more than usual social style, he 
invites them, not to a ‘‘dress coat,’’ but toa 
“boiled shirt party.”

A ‘*Free-and-Kasy’? Where the Girls 
Dip Snuff and Eat Sticks of Candy.

It is the fashion to pretend a great dis- 
like for picnics. It must be pretense, since 
every one persists in attending them; but [ 
am essentially unfashionable in my ideas and 
tustes, and must acknowledge a weakness for 
uli kinds of picnics, provided Lam not re- 

uested to assist in preparing the dinner. 

‘be hottest sun or swarm of ants and innugw- 
erable lizards never detract from my en- 
joyment, even if I have to entertain myself 
oe sitting at the foot of atree and watching 
tbe real or affected terror of the young ladies 
at the sigbt of an ant or worm, and the utter 
despairing and worn-out air of the gentlemen, 
whom I can only laugh at, not sympathize 
with; fer surely they could have remained at 
hcemé if they p'eased. T have already noticed 
that in spite of everything written and said 
about picnics, itis never difficult to cotlect a 
crowd for such ap oc¢ersion. 

It is my especial delizht to attend picnics 
in neighborboods where I am but little ac- 
quainted, and where the manners of the 
people are somewhat “‘out of the common.’’ 
Such was my good fortune lately while visit- 
ing Texas. I am sure I shall never forget 
that day; it was just the warmest imaginable, 
the thermometer ranging far up inte the 
nineties; but the prairie is always blest with 
a breeze, which enabled us to live slightly. 
At least 400 were collected in picturesque 
yroups. I believe it was a Sunday-schvol 
celebration, or something of the kind; and 
such a crowd, composed almost entirely of 
Texas roughs—and Texas roughs bear the 
palm from ali other roughs. I do not 
mean they are rougbs in a_ criminal 
sense, but simply in a rough sense, in 
which the Women are not surpassed by 
ibe men. A few trees always grow onthe 
bunks of creeks, even in the most intermina- 
bie prairie; and Onthis occasion they were 
numerous enough to afford ample shade. 
Dinner seemed to be the main object of every 
one, and everybody sat around in clusters 
Watching the preparations being made for 
thatevent, asa hungry dog would witch a 
boy eating, with the expectation of having’ 
bone thrown tohim. A majority of the ladies 
bad a buby ora snuffbox, more frequently 
both; and nine-tenths of the men were whit- 
thing and chewing tobacco, and endeavoring 
tocutch glimpses of the girls’ feet—a not 
very difficultieat by any means. (I hope my 
readers can instantly preceive I do not intend 
a pun.) After we bad been only a short time 
seuted, and most of the crowd had expressed 
the usual wish that they had not come, and 
a determination never to be so foolish again, 
two rather good-looking girls, with their 
attendant beaux, seated themselves near us, 
took out their snuff-boxes, and prepared to 
take acomfortable ‘‘dip.’? The men were, 
irom their dress, evidently cow-boys. Every 
one was well dressed; but cow-bovs,on al! 
occasions, excelin that respect. Their ap- 
pearance was striking,and I certainlv thought 
them fine-!ooking specimens of the Texas ran- 
ger, With their broad-brimmed bats orna- 
mented with a star, cord and tassel, long 
boots reaching tothe knee, worn outside of the 
pants, large jingling spurs, fancy striped 
shirts and jackets. After chatting merrily 
for a few minutes, the girls dipping furiously 
allthe while, the gentlemen went in search of 
lemonade or some sortof compound made 
popular by the name. The girls tooka mouth- 
tul of it, and, rinsing their mouths with it, 
spit it out and drank the rest, and, with 
it, I suppose a goodly portion of the 
snuff. My titter at the whole proceeding 
merged into a laugh, Which I was powerless 
to suppress. Fortunately the objecis of my 
mirth were unconscious of doing anything 
ridiculous, and probably thcught—if they 
thought anything about it at sii—that the 
voung Texan with whom I was conversing 
was peculiarly entertaining. After the lem- 
oOuade had been disposed of, the rangers dis- 
uppeared again, aud presently returned with 
ver) large striped white and red sticks of 
candy, Which tne voung ladies, who had re- 
sumeu their dipping, devoured, snuff and all. 
At this point my laughter became so uncon- 
tL: o!lable that I bad to rise abruptly and leave 
my Texas friend, Who was inthe midst of a 
hunting story. Helooked after me in wide- 
eved astonishment, and evidently thought 
me a little crack-brained. Soon dinner 
Was announced, and ae “real good, 
abundant dinner, too, vut in ten minutes, 
withoutthe least exaggeration, nothing was 
left of it butafew crumbs, a perfect grab 
game having been played. Itreally appear- 
ed to me tbat every one had been starving 
himself for a week in order to be enabled to 
contain the greatest possible quantity.

Parasols and fans were of no avail— 
the sun was around, above and below, en- 
wrapping us wholly. I never did know who 
won, and all my spunk was insuflicient to in- 
duce me totry another game. ‘Then riding 
became the order of the day. My particular 
party had been sitting disconsolately under 
the trees, wondering at my seeming enjoyment 
of the pleasures of the day, without saying 
anything to restrain me; but when they saw 
me preparing to ride their protestations were 
loud. It was too late, though, for me to back 
out, for the buggy was ready, and off I went.

Brave Kate Shelly.

Kate Shelly, whose father was killed 
on the railroad some years ago, lives with her 
mother just on the east side of the river. and 
nearly opposite Where the engine made the 
fearful plunge and Donahue and Olmstca llost 
their lives. Miss Shelly:and her mother heard 
the crash and, realizing what bad happened, 
Kate took a lantern and, amid the hurricane 
of the wind, the deluge of water, the inces- 
sant glare of the lightning and peal upon peal 
of thunder, left her home and 
started for the wreck. Her light soon 
went out, but she felt her way through the 
woods and fallen timbers to the edge of the 
dashing waters thaticovered the]drowned|men. 
She could hear, above the roar of the tempest, 
the voice of Wood, the engineer, who had 
caughtinatreetop. She knew that the ex- 
press, With its load of passengets, was nearly 
due, and none to warn them of their danger. 
She, a young girl, was the only living being 
who could prevent an awful catastrophe. 
The telegraph office at Moingona or Boone 
was theonly place where she could notify the 
officers. To Boone was five miles over bills 
aud through the woods, and before she could 
get there the express would have passed. To 
Moingona was only a mile, but between here 
und Moingona was the Des Moines River, ten 
or fifteen feet. above its natural height. and to 
cross this she must puss over the railroad 
bridge, fifty feet above the _ rushing 
waters. She must cross this bridge, 
400 feet. long, with nothing but 
the ties and rails, the,wind blowing a gale, 
und the foaming, seething muddy waters be- 
neath. Not one man in a thousand but would 
bave shrunk from the task. Not one manin 
tive bundred would have gene over at any 
price or under any circumstances. But this 
brave, noble girl, with the nerve ofa giant, 
yathered about her her flowing skirts, and on 
hands and knees crawled over the long,weary 
bridge. Tie after tie was passed. It was 
time for the express train to come dashing 
over the bridge,and to hurl her down to death 
amid the dark and muddy waters of the roar- 
ing, rushing river. The blood from her lac- 
erated knees has stained her dress, but she 
does not falter. She reaches the shore, and 
the remaining half mile she flies, almost, to 
the telegraph oflice. Breathless, and in bro- 
ken accents, shetells hertale of death and 
destruction, and faints in the arms of the by- 
standers. The wires were set at work, and 
a more horriple disaster averted. 


Literary Tools. 
New York Letter to Troy Times. 

A recent decision relieves literary men of 
duty on such books as may be necessary to 
ibeir profession, since workmen’s tools are 
free. This leads to the remark thatall litter- 
atcurs have their special works of reference, 
which often become as indispensable as the 
implements of a mechanic. Shakspeare’s 
tools were the ancient chronicles of England, 
and also the records of classic history. Pope’s 
tools were Dryden, Dr. Donne, Homer, Virgil, 
Montaigne and Bolingbroke. Addison’s were 
the Latin clussics.and Milton. Bunyan was 
limited to the Bible and Luther’s Commentary 
on the Galatians. , Chatterton’s principal 
tools were Camden’s “ibritannia’”? and black 
letter records. H's skill in coloring parch- 
ments so as to resemble extreme age insured 
bis success. Gibbon evidently used the great- 
est variety of tools in the records of 
authorship. His reference,in the ‘**Decline 
and Fall,’’ exhibita marvelous degree of re- 
search. Byron’s tools were Pope, Gibbon 
and the Italian chronicies. Keats manipu- 
lated the Latin and Greek classics. Walter 
Scott had a greater variety of teols than any 
other writer of fiction—a contrast being found 
in the case of Dickens, who had the least. 
Irving bad such facilities in the Astor hbrary 
that‘+his own collection was comparatively 
small. This leads to the remark that the As- 
tor is the tool chest of New York litterateurs. 
The visitor will always find this class making 
notes from works of reference with a view of 
serving the press. Their incessant demand is 
for ‘‘tools,’”’ which are here found in 
almost endless variety. Writers often go to 
the superintendent and tell him the subject 
they wish to investigate, and they will at 
once suggest the range of tools which thev 
need. Hence a list of the books called for at 
the Astor on any day of the week is in itself a 
curiosity.

RAILWAY BANDITTI. 


One of Missouri’s Dark Spots—The 
Home of the Jameses. 
Lettcr to the Chicago Times. 

A Times reporter determined to investigate 
the matter, and after a little preliminary skir- 
misbing started up alone last night to the 
Coffman place with a view to interviewing the 
celebrated brothers. As the night closed 
down he dropped off at the dreary station of 
Holt and made his way to Hainesville, in the 
edge of Clinton county, arriving about 9 
o’clock. The house is a comfortable two- 
story white frame, surrounded by a small or- 
chard, and is situated in the edge of the town 
of Hainesville, in the center of the neighbor- 
hood of the homes of all the famous bandits 
and train-robbers who have given Missouri 
such unepviabie notoriety. The home of the 
Jumes boys is but four miles away, Ed Miller 
and Doe Miller live two miles distant, Cum- 
mings’ bome is close at hand, and the entire 
ueizbborhood is filled with men who know 
them, who are their friends, enemies or ac- 
quaintances. Some are outspoken in their 
enmity, and are by far the larger number; 
otbers are reticent, while none pretend to be 
their friends, although known to be such. It 
is a neighborbood where the bitterness of the 
war has not yet died out, and where brave or 
reckless men have made life cheap. The re- 
poster found all the boys at home when he 
urrived, and was warmly welcomed. They 
laughed heartily when told of the suspicions 
directed against them and inquired particu- 
larly about Police Captain Malioy, of Kansas 
City, who was one of the most prominent in 
publicly announcing his suspicion about 
them. The reporter gave them all the infoer- 
mation desired, andsam replied with some 
heat: **Tell him that he is a fool for charg- 
ing us With sucha thing. He has no busi- 
ness to charge men With such a serious thing 
witbout having something to base his opinion 
upon. I would believe he stoodin with the 
yang in the robbery by his attempts to throw 
suspicion on other people, if he was not such 
acoward. This thing has gone far enough. 
We’ve stood all we can, and we’ll make it 
warm for tbe next man who says we ropbed 
with Jesse James.” 

The other boys nodded assent. 

“Where were you onthe nigbt ofthe Wins- 
ton robbery?’’ inquired the reporter. 

‘*] was out bee-hunting,- with Capt. Lamb 
here. Weslept in the woods together nearly 
all nigbt.”’ 

Capt Lamb, au elderly gentleman, chimed in 
with: **Yes, we were together. This talk 
aboutthe Coffman loys robbing anybody is a 
lie. Thev’ll tight, but they won’t steal; they’!! 
fight hard, too.’’ 

Jim was at home and George was visiting 
in the village, all of which statements were 
amply borne out by sufficient testimony from 
dozens of men, who proved conclusively that 
at 9:30 o’clock last Friday night Jim, Sam and 
George Coffman could not have been thirty- 
five miles away of Winston. 

During the night the boys related many in- 
teresting facts and incidents about the James 
boys, the Millers,Cummings and others, which 
will appear hereafter. Ata late hour the re- 
porter retired and — peacefully and serene- 
ly with the train-robbers (7) until awakened 
by them inthe morning and driven to the 
depot, vw hese, pending the arrival ofthe train, 
he was the guest of George Coffman for 
breakfast at the hotel. A number of people, 
passengers On the train, aligbted and gather- 
ed around George, who stood inspection in- 
differently and left the reporter with a cordial 
invitution to come up and hunt quail in Sep- 
tember. 

Out of all the train robberies and other out- 
rages committed by Jesse James and his gang 
in Missouri, only two arrests have been made 
—Tucker Basham and Bill Rvan—both of 
whom were mere tools of tne James-Miller- 
Cummings-Little clique. Basham is in the 
pen for ten vears. Bill Ryan is in jail awaiting 
trial. In order to convict him it will be nec- 
essary to pardon Basham, which action was 
agreed upon by the officials with Basham be- 
fore he made his confession. With this short 
statement of the situation comes a very in- 
teresting propece? by a prominent and 
shrewd police officer, made to the Times re- 
porter, Which will be found of value inthe 
future, and therefore should be pasted in 
scrap-books for future reference. Said the 
official: 

‘‘Before Tucker Basham confessed there 
was not a single indictment standing against 
Jesse James or any of his gang for any crime 
committed in Missouri. Public opinion had 
accused him of more crimes than are con- 
tained in the code, but no grand jury had ever 
had sufficient evidence produced before them 
definite enough to base an indictment upon. 
Their guilt was a dead moral certainty, and 
public opinion migi.t have been strong enough 
to convict them; but for any legal difficulty 
they might have given themselves up at any 
time previous to Basham’s confession with 
perfect safety. In his confession he alieged 
that the men _ implicated in _ the 
Glendale robhery with bim were Jesse 
James, Ed Miller, Jim Cummings, Bill 
Ryan and a man unknown to him 
who was calied ‘Bob.’ [This is the first time 
the confession has been officially announced. | 
On the strength of that confession the grand 
jury of Jackson county in 1880 found true 
bills against the parties named, and Ryan 
was arrested. Now to convict Ryan one thing 
is absolutely necessary, and that is, Basham 
must be pardoned in order that he may testi- 
fy. No doubt he will be pardoned, but how 
much weight Will his testimony have with a 
jury of native Missourians’ Ryan is supposed 
to be innocent, while Basham will stand in 
the light of a self-confessed train-robber, 
highwuy-robber and ex-convict. Ryan’s law- 
vers wil] make this tellon such a jury. Again, 
Basham, once pardoned, may leave the coun- 
ty or be killed, leaving the State bereft of its 
forlorn hope, setting Ryan free, and leaving 
the authorities but an empty bag to hold, not 
even Basbam in the pen to show as a trophy. 
I predict that Basham and Ryan will both go 
free.

A Climb Up Malvern Hill. 
Correapondence Philadelphia Times. 

The afternoon sun. is scorching hot, and 
therefore Malvern Hil', always inviting, now 
looks doubly so as it lifts its forest crown in 
the distance. What a welcome thing it was 
to the marching thousands, whose backs were 
towards a foe eager tosmite, the veterans of 
that hard campaign no doubt reeall. As I 
approached there came to mind that bit of 
verse made of the other Malvern in Worces- 
tershire in the time when Charles, the first 
English King of the name, still kept bis head 
between bis shoulders: 

Great Malvern! 
When western winds do ruck 
Both corn and country, 
Thy hill does break the shock— 
They cannot burt thee; 
When waters great abound, 
And many a country’s drowned, 
Thou standest safe and sound. 
Uh, praise the Lord! 

The road Jeading up the plateau to Mrs. 
Alexander’s house, which may be seen when 
one is ten miles away, 18 gravelly and hard to 
climb. The farming land on the plateau 
stretches for a mile and a half along the James, 
commanding that river, but it is poorly culti- 
vated. Many places that were cleared at the 
time of the battle are now ino serub pine, 
Which is particularly thick onthe slope up 
which D. H. Hill hurled bis lines and down 
which leaden missiles flew so fast that he left 
five thousand men dead and dying in his path. 
‘Tbe ravines running from the plateau to the 
thick woods towards the north and east some- 
times after héavy rains give up skeletons, and 
the woods below contain many evidences of 
the desperate assault. A year or so ago some 
oak timber was cut from this Malvern slope 
and hauled to a saw-mill on Turkey Island 
Creek. One day the saw struck a shell, and 
there wasn't any more need of the keen- 
toothed steel for that log. Saw, sawyer, log 
and mill went offin various directions much 
in the same way as the things about the 
Brandywine powder-mills are in the babit of 
doing. While Frederick Betz was hunting in 
the thick timber last fall he came upon three 
guns resting against a large oak tree. The 
stocks were rotten and the bark of the tree 
bad grown around the berrels. but there they 
stood, silent sen'ries of Malvern—McC.«!}in’s 
refuge and the Giand Army’: steaufast rock.

Gambling in Wheat Options. 
From the Lansing Kepublican. 


The Supreme Courts of Michigan and Wis- 
consin have both sat down heavily on the 
business of gambling in wheat “‘options.” In 
the case of Kaymond and others acaituat 
Leavitt, decided at the June term of our Su- 

reine Court, the complainant had supplied 
310,000 with which to force up the price in 
Detroit and cause a “corner,” thus com- 
pelling parties who had contracts to fill, or 
who must purchase wheat for legitimate conu- 
sumption, to pay more than would naturally 
be required. Having lost seventy per cent of 
the amount in this speculation, the com- 
Emmet brought suitto recover his money, 
mut jthe court decided that dealers who ma- 
nipulate the market in order to bring about 
unnatural fluctuations in price are engaged in 
the plainest and worst kind of produce 
gambling, and come under the censure of the 
law of the land. 

Such contracts cannot be enforced, and if 
parties see fitto invest their money in “‘op- 
tions,’ they must getit back by other than 
legal measures. The Wiscofisin Supreme 
Court, in the famous case of Barnard ayainst 
Backers, held that speculation in grain, 
where there is no intention to deliver on the 
one band, orto receive and pay on the other, 
is unlawful, and falls outside the protection 
of the statutes, the same as other kinds of 
gambling and betting.

Ina 
very short time, however, all this will be 
remedied. Our new perfecting Hoe press is 
nearing completion. It will be set up in 
September ready for business. That exqui- 
site piece of machinery will print and deliver 
20,000 perfect papers per hour. We hope to 
find peace, paradoxical though it may seem, 
in its musical clatter. 


WHEN ARNOLD WINKELRIED rushed upon 
the Austrian phalanx and gathered their 
spears into his breast he sacrificed himself 
gloriously for his country.

would rush to his side, feel his pulse, pocket 
a feeof a guinea and go home satisfied.”’

The 
advocate, no less than the physician, must feel 
the same obligation resting uponhim. When 
a lawyer undertakes to defend a criminal on 
trial for his life, he owes him as much skill 
and service as though he were a physician 
fighting off his diseases.

A Great Convention to Be Held 


Here in the Fall. 


What Capt. Ernst Has te Say About 
Mississippi Improvment, 


It would seem that the demand so long made 
by the West for the Mississippi’s improve- 
ment was at last to be put into a shape where- 
in it will be sure to command the attention 
of Congress and of the country. As far as 
can be at present predicted, the coming river 
convention, which will be called in St. Louis 
towards the end of the fall, will be of such a 
character and composition that Congress 
cannot refuse to hearken to its re- 
suits. The propriety of calling a con- 
vention in St. Louis for this purpose has been 
under discussion for some time past; and al- 


though nothing official has been done, the 
following remarks made yesterday by the 
president of the Merchants’ Exchange, Mr. 
Michael! McEpnis, indicate that the leading 
commercial pody of the city has 
determined to t:kelthe!matter in hand. 

* Whilst on this subject, gentlemen, I must 
call your attention to the necessity of united 
action in laying before Congress the wants of 
the Mississippi Valley. It would be folly to 
build wharves, elevators, railroad terminals 
and barge lines on the Mississippi River and 
its navigable tributaries, unless there be 
some guarantee by the General Government 
that the improvements now started under the 
auspices of the United States officers will be 
continued permanently. We must have these 
rivers kept clear of obstructions, and the 
channel made deep enough so insure safety to 
the commerce of the seventeen States bor- 
dering ontheir waters. Theyare great nat- 
ural highways, and it is the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to protect its people and keep unob- 
structed the greatest boon the Almighty gave 
us—the Mississippi River and its tributaries. 
We are not wedded to any particular plans 
and have no sympathy with any contract 
jobs. Wedonot want one dollar spent by 


the Government to improve any particular } 


spot or State, put we do demand that Con- 
yress shall doits dutyino preserving this great 
river. Weare not politicians, but the Con- 
gressman that would neglect the transcend- 
ent obligations of procuring safe transporta- 
tion over the nation’s own highways ought to 
hide his head in shame for the betrayalof a 
high public trust. 

‘“‘With a view of laying this matter properly 
before Congress, your Exchange has in con- 
templation the calling of a Mississippi Valley 
Convention, to be held in this city next fall, 
pernees the proper encouragement is given 

y the citizens.” 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
met Mr. McEnnis and asked him about what 
the Exchange meant to do in the matter. 
‘The feeling throughout the body,” said he, 
‘‘is almost unanimous in favor of the con- 
vention. Thereis nota merchant upon this 
floor who does not feel that the people of the 
Ee ae Valley without regard to State 
or local demands will come together as a 
unit and voice their request for 
Mississippi improvement ina convention of 
the dignity and weizht which this one will 
have. Congress cannot deny us. St. Louis 
is the proper place for this convention to be 
held. Itis the metropolis of the yalley, the 
commercial capital of the whole watershed of 
this river,and this Exchange, as the center of 
the commerce of the region, is the proper 
body to take up the work.” 

‘*How will that work be done?’? 

‘“‘We want this convention to represent the 
feeling of the whole valley, and consequently 
every part of it must be represented. We 
want, too, to have every member of Congress 
present at the convention, that they may have 
ocular demonstration of the fact that this is 
the sentiment of the West—not of any partic- 
ular part of it, but of the whole people. It 
must be so managed and so composed that it 
will speak with the authority and dignity of 
aregion larger than anempire. It must be 
recognized that the people will not submitto 
more delay with river improvement. The 
water-way totbeseais the natural route of 
the great center of _ this continent, 
and it must be made navigable 
tothesea. Congress has heretofore spent 
money like water upon Atlantic harbors. 
Wenow wantthe Government to take care 
of the river, that is really the aorta of 
America. The merchants of the Valley 
mean to build up its commerce and 
our commerce depends upon the river. We 
are not politicians,and if it becomes necessary 
to break down party lines in order to get what 
we demand, t 7 lines will be broken 
down. We are in dead earnest in this matter, 
and I think that we have every reasonable 
prospect of success.” 

‘*When will the convention be held?’ 

**Late in the fall. It will have to be held in 
time to get the results before Congress when 
it meets.’’ 

‘If 1 understand the purpose ofthis con- 
vention it is for general improvement, not 
local?’ 

‘‘Thatis the idea. We want the Missis- 
sippi and its vreat navigable tributaries] im- 
proved. We want Congress not 
to spend money on every 
mill-race and creek, but to deepen the chan- 
nels of the main rivers. We do not want 
Government money spent to get money into 
the country, but to do work.” 

Mr. McEnnis’ iseas were indorsed by 
every one of the merchants spoken 
to upon the subject. With one accord they 
stated that the time had come for action, and 
that Congress could not withhold the unan- 
imous demand of the whole valley. 

The reporter next sought 

| CAPTAIN ERNST, 

who is the Government engineer in charge of 
the river between the mouth of the Illinois 
and the mouth of the Ohio. He 
said that he believed the con- 
vention would strongly direct the 
attention of Congress to the Mississippi and 
that it would accomplish a great deal of 
good. 

‘*How much money will it take to per- 
manently improve the river?’ 

‘*That is a question which, until the river 
is thoroughly surveyed, cannot he answered. 
No estimate can be given which may not vary 
fifty per cent from the truth. The river 
ee have guessed at $50,000,000, I be- 
ieve. 

‘*‘Of the many schemes proposed, which will 
be the choice?’ 

‘*There is a general misunderstanding upon 
that head. As a matter of fact, there is only 
one means of improving the river, only 
one scheme which has the sanction of 
the professional men, and that is to bring the 
banks closer together where the river has 
spread out. It makes no difference what 
name you ve this plan, any system 
of work which will confine the river 
to its channel is feasible. To illustrate this 
take Horsetail Bend, just below the mouthfof 
the River des Peres. The stream spreads 
out from half a mile toa mile, and na urally 
it 18 not deep enough. Now 
that ' water must be got back to 
its original half-mile width. We ran a line 
of works at the new shore line which we 
wanted to make, and at right angles from 
this back to the old bank we ran at short in- 
tervals lines of piles, about which brush is 
twined loosely and pushed tothe bottom 
with forks. Of course you can see 
the effect. The current was made much slower 
and silt deposited at once and with great 
rapidity at an average rate of from 
four to five feet a year, and in some spots as 
high as twenty-three and forty-eight 
feet in the year. This process, you 
see, makes the river do its’ own 
improving. It is building up what if formerly 
excavated and buttressing against future ex- 
cavations. As soon as the reclaimed land is 
high enough we make willow plantations out

The Proclamation Will Bob Up 
Serenely To-Morrow, 


Offering $50,000 for the Railroad Rob- 
bers’ Capture—What Happened 
at Yesterday’s Meeting. 


“Goy. Crittenden has been engaged all day 
in preserving the mystery that he has en- 
deavored to throw around yesterday’s railroad 
meeting. The gentlemen who met with bim 
have left the whole matter in his hands, and 


che is resolved to keep it there. 

A Post-DispaTcuH reporter called upon him 
this morning and founa him smiling, but un- 
communicative. He declared that he would 
say nothing but what he had announced 
yesterday, and that his proclamation would 
vive all the necessary facts. 

“Why not give the necessary facts now,’’ 
pe was asked, “tand let the public know? 
They travel ontrains and are interested in 
the matter.” 


“Well, because I am not ready. The 
railroad men bave left all the matter to me, 
and unless they leak it cin- 
not come out in any way. 
The morning papers have published state- 
ments,but they areall guess-work, badlv done 
at that. The only thing right is the $50,000 re- 
ward: Lannounced that myself. The amounts 
they apportion tothe various railroads and 
the plans they outline are simply ridiculous. 
| laughed heartily when I read them. In 
perhaps one instance they are right. All the 
others go wide of the mark.” 

“Why do you offer so heavy a reward for 
the James boys’ It is stated that the amount 
is $10,000 for each of them. They have not 
been preven to be accomplices in this rob- 
berv? 

“Just wait until they have been arrested 
and see what we can prove,’ said the Govern- 
or, With a knowing look. 

“Then you know that they did the job?” 

“Just wait until they are arrested,” reiter- 
ated the Governor. 

‘“Itisstated that you guaranteed to the 
railroad men that you would use your best 
endeavors to have the Legislature at its 
next session furnish the money necessary for 
the suppression of outlawry, and that the 
railroad men agreed to advance this money 
after this promise was made?’”’ 

‘*Thatis a mistake. Nothing of that kind 
was said. The meeting agreed with me: in 
evreything I proposed. You will have to avail 
my proclamation.”’ 

At 10 o’clock this morning Gov. Crittenden 
met M. A. Lowe, the attorney of the Rock 
Island road, and several other lawyers. 
The object of the meeringe was 
to talk about the form of the 
proclamation to be issued at Jefferson City. 
The Governor took copious notes, stow- 
ed the manuscript in bis pockets and 
will get off to Jefferson City on the night 
train. Hesaysthat he will write the proc- 
lamation as quickly as be can, and will issue 
it as fast as it can be printed. 

Small hand-bills will be circulated all over 
the State, and large posters will also be 
issued and distributed at all points. 
The Governor has been chuckling all 
day and is bie with the secret that has been 
imparted to him. His desire to be mysteri- 
ous about the matter is such that he will 
probably delay the writing of the document 
to preserve its mystery and his importance. 

A railroad man, who attended the meeting 
yesterday, but who objects to the publication 


-of his name, talked as follows this morning: 


“The general sentiment of the meeting was 
that the State ought to be able to protect the 
property within its bounds. More than 
one of those present stated that 
it was folly for a State 
to be reaching out for immigrants and yet to 
be confessing its inability to carry 
those immigrants into the State’ with- 
out having them robbed. The railroad 
men generally stated that if it must be done, 
they would furnish the money to protect the 
trade, but fromthe tenor ofthe talk, they 
were only half __ satistied. Seven 
of the roads agreed to furnish 35,000 
apiece, among them the Missouri Pacific, the 
Iron Mountain and the Wabash. The rest 
of the roads and the express companies will 
make up the balance of the 0,000. This 
will all be offered in rewards. If 
there is more money needed, that is, 
if the Gevernor has any other plans that he 
desires to carry out, and that we think 
aon? an additional sum _ will be 
orthecoming. The general sentiment of the 
meeting was that the James boys ought to be 
driven out of the State or arrested. 
They bave given all the trouble, and are the 
cause of nearly all the outlawry in Missouri. 
They must be stamped out, and we will 
stamp them outif we can.’’ 

Another railroad man who attended the 
meeting stated that it wag not wise to tell 
anything about the amounts offered by the 
roads, “it would only ere 
our. prosperity,” said he. The more 
we offered,the mere we would be persecuted. 
{t isa matter of no public interest.”’

The Victim John Bahlman, a Boy 
of Sixteen. 


An Uniucky Tragedy at a Factory Caused 
by Teasing. 


Josevh Eberie is iocked up at the Second 
Pistrict Police Station to-day to await the re- 
sult of the Coroner’s inquest on the body of 
Jobn Bahlman, whose death Eberle has been 
held accountable for by the police. Eberle is 
eighteen years of age and the dead boy six- 
teen. Both were employed at Hayer’s hinge 
factory, No. 1101 S. Second street, until yes- 
terday morning. Shortly after the fac- 
tory opened the boys began to. tease 
Eberle, who resented it. and about 
9 o’clock the discussion resulted in an alter- 
cation between the boys, in which Eberle 
picked up an iron hinge and threw it at his 
opponent, striking him onthe left side of the 
forehead, fracturing the skull and inflicting 
injuries to the brain which resulted fatally at 
12:10 this noon. The prisoner and a 
younger brother were employed to close 
hinges atthe factory a few weeks ago, and 
ever since they began work they were the 
butt «of the jokes of the oider employes. 
Both boys complained of the _ treat- 
ment, but there was no remedy, as 


the other boys continued to tantalize them 
all the more for their complaints. Yesterday 
morning the joking was resumed, as usual, 
but those working near the boys paid no at- 
tention tothe quarrel until it resulted in 
blows. After Eberle struck Bahlman the 
latter picked up a hammer and hit him on the 
leg. This ended the trouble, and both boys 
resumed work and continued until noon, 
when Bahlman went home to din- 
ner; Lut he did not return at 1 
o’clock when all the others went back to 
work. Before he left the factory he said he 
had a sick headache, but did not attribute it 
to the blow he received at the hands of the 
otber boy. About 9 o’clock last night Dr. 
Joseph Ringe was called to attend Bahlman 
at his home, No. i910 South Seventh street, 
and found him in a dying condition. He made 
a thorough examination of the boy and ren- 
dered what assistance he could, but he was 
beyondjassistance, and at 12:10 this morning 
he died. 

Sergeant Charles [Hall ascertained at the 
factory that Eberle had struck Bahlman, and 
accordingly arrested him and locked him up 
at the Second District station, where he was 
this morning. He is a quiet-mannered boy, I8 
years old, and lives with his mother. About 
six months ago he came to this country from 
Switzerland with a brother 13 years old. They 
were given work atthe hinge factory,where the 
foreman said they were attentive to their duty 
and had but little intercourse with the other 
employes. He can’t speak English and through 
an interpreter the following account of the 
altercation was obtained: The bvys in the 
factory, and especially Bablman,were contin- 
ually teasing me and my brother, who worked 
With me. Yesterday morning Bahlman began 
utme about my hair, whichiscutclose. I 
replied to him,and he started towards me 
with bis hands raised as if he intended to hit 
ine8=6 6d | think be was going to strike me and so 
I picked up a hinge that waslying near me 
and J] threw it at him. J hit him just on 
the forehead, and he did not 
seem to mind it, only because 
more angry,and picking up a hammer started 
ut me again and hit mein the leg withit. I 
did not know then that I hurt him so 
badlv.’’ 

“Why did the boys always tease you?’’ 

**My brotherand Il were greenhorns and 
they always wanted to impose on us and make 
fun ofus since we began to work in the shop. 
Bahlman was always pokingfuu atus. I am 
over 18 years old and have only been in this 
country six months.’’ 

Dr. Jos. Ringe, who attended the dead boy, 
made the followitny statement: 

“Tl was called on about o’elock 
last night to ro to No. IDLO, 
When I went there I found the deceased lying 
in bed in a comatose condition. He was snor- 
ing loudly, and when partially awakened did 
not have sufficient presence of mind to an- 
swer anv questions I asked. His mother told 
me that he came home at noon yesterday com- 

laining of asevere headache. He went to 
eed without esting any dinner and rapidly 
became worse. He vomited twice during the 
afternoon, and sank into a comatose condi- 
tion at night. (On examination I found the 
leftside of the forehead much swollen and 
the os frontis fractured. The fissure was very 
small. The bone was slightly shattered. 
— resulted from this fracture of the 
skull.

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INFANT MORTALITY. 


The Remedy as Proposed by a St. Louis 
Physician. 


“*ITave you noticed the excessive death rate 
among children during the summer, and es- 
pecially, during the last few vears?”’ asked Dr. 
Merrell of a Post-DISPATCH reporter yester- 


day. **Of course you have. Everybody has,and 
it is a disgrace to the city government and to 
medical science. Itis no use to say that it 
has always beenso. It ought not to be so, 
und it would not be if there was any attempt 
made to check it.’’ 

“Tlow can it be checked ’’’ was the query. 

“Well. let me tell you. This infantile mor- 
tality arises almost entirely from three caus- 
es: excessive temperature, bad ventilation 
and improper food. By the latterI do not 
mean artificial food, for that is not much 
in vogue among the poorer ctasse:, 
among Whom the death rate of infants is fear- 
fully large. Thousands of people are hud- 
died together in this city in little, low, dirty 
rooms, the whole family, including perhaps 
a dog and two cats, a cook stove and a couple 
of beds being piled together in 
one room. When a child gets 
sick under these circumstances 
ithas nochance. The parents do not know 
whatto do. Perhapsthey buy milk, but if 
they do they have no ice, and within an hour 
after they have bought it it has changed so as 
to be unfit for food. Any physician sees 
hundreds of these children every week 


» who are dying for want of proper care and 


food. 

‘**What is the remedv?’’ 

‘Just this: Let the city supply just what 
the children want. Let it provide a fresh 
air hospital. Take ©’Fallon Park for in- 
stance. It would just suit,although any sub- 
urban location, especially where there 
is a river breeze, would do. There 
is an old building out there, 
which I believe is not in use. That could be 
utilized. If not, leta row of common sheds 
be built. They would not cost more than a 
trifle. Then let the ladies of the city, those 
whoare engaged in the Fresh Air Mission 
and otber partjal charities take] hold. Then 
get a rene guard with stout clubs 
and keep the doctors as far away as possible. 
Move the sick babies outthere. If necessary, 
let their mothers go with them. The latter 
could act as nurses, while the ladies need 
ony superintend. lam confident that sev- 
eral thousand lives could be saved every 
vear; and ifthis isnot the city’s business, 
ne l as to prevent murder, 

do not know what = is. I am 
also confident that enough money could 
easily be raived to run this matter without 


the ailments that “fe kill 
the babies. A fe“? cows would furnish nicely 
all the food aD‘r the expense would be trifling. 
The benefit ‘vould be immense. It is ashame 
to let th@usands die ey, when a trifling 
expense like this would save their lives.”’
